CITY chiefs say they are confident 
of recouping all £6 million of tax¬ 
payers’ money feared lost after the 
collapse of the Icelandic banks in 
which it had been invested. 

The council was rocked after the global 
financial crisis sent the Heritable and Glitnir 
banks in Iceland crashing - and fears the 
money could be lost. 

But council officials say they expect the UK 
government will guarantee the investments 
and see the money return to the city’s coffers. 

And they have vowed the loss will result in 
no cuts in services - a similar pledge to that 
made by Kent County Council which had 
£50m sunk into Icelandic accounts. 

Last week Glitnir, which had £2m of our dis¬ 
trict’s cash, was taken over by the Icelandic 
government and Heritable, which is Icelandic 
owned but UK domiciled, has gone into 
receivership. That had £4m of our money. 

The investments followed financial advice 
from the Local Government Association which 
had urged councils to spread money about in 
accounts worldwide. Icelandic banks were par¬ 
ticularly attractive due to their high interest 
rates. 

In both cases the money has been frozen, but 
council bosses say they are confident the 
British government will intervene to get the 
cash back. 

Chief executive Colin Carmichael said: 
“Councils find themselves in this position 
through no fault of their own, and they have 
not undertaken reckless investments. 

“They have followed government guidance 
in investments, so we are making a strong

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Credit crunch 
delays closure 
of Marlowe by 
two months

THE Marlowe redevelop¬ 
ment project will be delayed 
by two months to allow the¬ 
atre bosses to secure “the 
best contractor for the best 
price”. 

The existing theatre was due to 
face the final curtain at the end of 
the year with a massive production 
of pantomime Snow White. 

But with the economic downturn 
causing construction work to dry up, 
building companies are expected to 
offer cheaper tenders. 

Marlowe director Mark Everett 
said: “This two month space will 
allow us time to find the best deal 
around. We want to find absolutely 
the best construction firm we can to 
build the new theatre, and for the 
right price.” 

The two month delay will leave 
time for several other productions 
before the closure of the theatre on 
March 22, including God of Carnage 
starring Richard E Grant. 

The final production will be a 
week-long staging of Brief 
Encounter, an adaptation of the clas¬ 
sic David Lean film by the acclaimed 
Kneehigh Theatre, which ends its 
West End run next month. 

Mr Everett said the play was a par¬ 
ticularly apt end for the old theatre, 
given its cinematic heritage. 

He said: “The building was built as 
a cinema for the Odeon company, 
and was popular through the 30s, 
40s and 50s during which period the 
film was made. It was popular back 
then, and we are pretty sure it was 
shown at the Friars Cinema, as it 
was then. 

“So this production will be like say¬ 
ing goodbye both to the Marlowe and 
the Friars Cinema.”

Details for the very last perform¬ 
ance at the old Marlowe Theatre are 
still being worked out, but it looks to 
be an all singing all dancing variety 
show, celebrating the theatre’s 25 
year history. 

The new Marlowe will be complete¬ 
ly redesigned with a larger auditori¬ 
um, seating for 1,200, plus a smaller, 
150-seat studio space. 

Panto producer Emily Wood, whose 
production company Evolution is 
responsible for the Marlowe’s 
famous pantomimes, says the new 
theatre will allow productions to be 
bigger and better than ever before. 

She said: “More seats mean more 
revenue, so we will be able to 
increase the budget accordingly. It 
will allow us to use larger and more 
complex sets, more spectacular 
effects and get bigger stars.” 

It is hoped the new Marlowe will 
attract the largest touring compa¬ 
nies, both musicals and large opera 
companies such as Glyndebourne 
Touring.

argument that we should not be 
penalised for this. 

“We and others have taken the mat¬ 
ter up with the Local Government 
Association for them to seek guaran¬ 
tees from government, and the chair¬ 
man of the LGA has already written 
to the Chancellor of the Exchequer.” 

Canterbury council has also written 
directly to the relevant government 
departments asking them to clarify 
what the position is likely to be for 
local authorities who invested with 
Icelandic banks. 

Guy Voizey, the Liberal Democrat’s 
prospective parliamentary candidate 
and author of The Treasurers’ Guide 
to Investing Corporate Cash, thinks 
there are lessons to be learnt by both 
Canterbury and KCC. 

He said: “In the event of a similar 
bank failure, councils risk losing tax¬ 
payers’ money. Our councils’ treasury 
teams need to... learn the lessons 
from this situation. 

“In particular, which procedures 
were followed when KCC decided to 
withdraw cash from Northern Rock 
and other banks? Were these same 
procedures followed when analysing 
the investments with the Icelandic 
banks?” 

Mr Voizey criticised the councils’ 
reliance on external treasury advisors 
who, he claims, failed to highlight the 
potential danger of Icelandic invest¬ 
ments. 

However, a spokesman at Dartford 
council, which had no Icelandic 
investments, told our sister paper 
Kent on Sunday its advisors had 
warned them against investing in its 
banks two years ago. 

Mr Voizey also questioned the 
advice given to councils by central 
government. 

He said: “What advice has central 
government been giving councils on 
investment policy? If central govern¬ 
ment has told councils to make funds 
work better for them, then this bor¬ 
ders on negligence.”

Volleyball rec 
plans get the 
thumbs-up 


Escape from fire 
prompts calls for 
sprinkler systems 


THE beach volleyball courts pro¬ 
posed for Victoria Recreation 
Ground will go ahead after mem¬ 
bers voted unanimously in favour of 
the development on Monday 
evening. 

Councillors gave their blessing 
for the proposal after deciding it 
was “an improvement to the social 
well being of the area” despite some 
local opposition. 

Graham Wanstall of the Open 
Spaces Society said: “Our society 
has opposed the development on 
principle. The field was left for the 
benefit of all locals to enjoy, not to 
be hived off to a school sports facil¬ 
ity to charge for use.” 

The volleyball courts will be mn 
by Canterbury High School, 
although five local primary schools 
will also be able to use the facility 
for free. A pay-and-play scheme 
will be organised to make the 
courts available to sports clubs and 
the general public. 

The granting of the proposal has 
even led to the resurrection of the 
Canterbury City Volleyball Club. 

Land to build the four beach vol¬ 
leyball courts, which already con¬ 
tains two tennis courts, will now be 
leased to Canterbury High School 
after a suitable agreement is 
reached. 


AN ELDERLY man is lucky to be 
alive after escaping a blaze in his flat 
in Littlebourne. 

The 72-year-old was taken to hos¬ 
pital suffering from smoke inhala¬ 
tion after the fire in sheltered accom¬ 
modation in Nargate Street, 
Littlebourne, during the early hours 
of Sunday morning. 

The incident has ignited the 
debate over the merits of sprinkler 
systems, with Kent Fire and Rescue 
Service (KFRS) now calling for 
urgent talks with Canterbury coun¬ 
cil about the precautionary measure 
in the light of this weekend’s blaze. 

The Safer with Sprinklers cam¬ 
paign is calling for these potentially 
life-saving devices to be installed 
in the homes of the most vulner¬ 
able people, including the elderly 
and disabled. 

KFRS assistant director of com¬ 
munity safety, Steve Griffiths, said: 
“The resident was extremely lucky 
in that he managed to get out of his 


ground floor flat and our crews did 
an excellent job containing the blaze 
when they arrived just seven min¬ 
utes after the alarm was raised. 

“However, because of the man’s 
age and health, it’s clear that we 
could have been dealing with a 
tragedy. 

“This fire highlights the impor¬ 
tance of sprinkler systems because 
they raise the alarm and tackle the 
blaze immediately, increasing a resi¬ 
dent’s opportunity to escape. 

“They also limit the amount of 
damage caused so that property can 
be refurbished and returned to nor¬ 
mal in a much quicker period. 

“We are working hard to dispel the 
myths surrounding sprinkler sys¬ 
tems, for example that they cost lots 
of money and go off accidentally. 

“The truth is they save lives 
and we are urging anyone with a 
responsibility for looking after vul¬ 
nerable people to consider installing 
them.”

WITH 85 per cent of the NSPCC’s 
income stemming from community 
fundraisers, the closure of several 
groups in east Kent due to lack 
of volunteers is a serious blow for 
the charity. 

The NSPCC provides a range of services for 
children, including the vital ChildLine tele¬ 
phone service, which can be a lifeline for young¬ 
sters who need someone to talk to in confidence. 

Spokesman Anna Kier said: “The last few 
years has seen a gradual drop in volunteers. 

“Many of our helpers have supported the 
NSPCC for decades, but as they have got older, 
there has been a lack of younger volunteers 
replacing them. This has caused many of our 
groups to become inactive. 

“For example, the east Kent and Canterbury 
area, in the past, had many active fundraising 
groups, including, Faversham, Herne Bay, 
Canterbury, Barham, Whitstable, and 
Adisham and Ickham. 

“Many of these groups are no longer active. 
Currently we only have two active groups - 
Heme Bay and Canterbury.” 

Swale has been particularly badly hit, with 
just one group in Sittingboume representing 
the NSPCC in the borough. But even this is 
hard-pushed due to lack of new recmits. 

Mrs Kier said: “Swale branch is severely lack¬ 


ing in volunteers. In the past there were more 
than 15 different fundraising groups in the area, 
including a group on the Isle of Sheppey, but this 
has now decreased dramatically to just three. 
There is only one group in Swale, Sittingboume, 
and they are in desperate need of extra support.” 

But there is some good news too. A new 
group set up just six months ago in 
Canterbury by Max Tillings and Katie Roach 
has already raised £10,000. 


Mrs Kier said: “Their achievements have 
been exceptional and are inspirational for any¬ 
one who is interested in fundraising.” 

ChildLine, now part of the NSPCC, also relies 
on volunteers to take calls, but the charity is 
based at centres in London, Scotland and the 
north and west of England, with none in Kent.

An extraordinary 
fight for survival 

A NEW book by a former Canterbury soldier 
lifts the lid on frontline operations in 
Afghanistan. 

Captain Doug Beattie, of the Royal Irish 
Regiment, won the Military Cross for courage 
and leadership during a dangerous tour of 
duty in Helmand Province. 

He was the unit’s 
Regimental Sergeant Major 
when it was based at Howe 
Barracks and he served in 
Iraq under Lieutenant- 
Colonel T im Collins. 

Cpt Beattie was posted to a 
desk job at Kandahar but tir¬ 
ing of that got himself a job 
as a military advisor to the 
Afghan police. 

His new book, An Ordinary Soldier, describes 
a vicious, bloody conflict in the middle of a fero¬ 
cious war. The plan was to help the ill-disci¬ 
plined and ill-trained Afghan army recapture 
the town of Garmsir from the Taliban. 

He was supposed to be there for 48 hours, 
but that stretched into two weeks. Instead of 
being an advisor, he ended up leading from the 
front in a fight for survival. 

During his 24 years in the Army Cpt Beattie 
had been at the sharp end in Northern Ireland 
and Iraq, but had never been involved in such 
close quarters fighting before. 

He said: “It was chaos. Like something from 
an old war movie that everyone says is unreal¬ 
istic, but it was happening to us.” 

In the battle to hold Garmsir it was kill or be 
killed. Cpt Beattie could see men being killed 
in front of him. 

During the whole engagement he led a 
charmed life - his only wound came when his 
face hit a Land Rover dashboard. 

His wife didn’t know he was risking life and 
limb until he came back from what proved a 
terrifying finale to his distinguished career.

Jenny Armstrong talks to archaeologist Andrew Richardson of the Canterbury Archaeological Trust, 
about his work with Kent Police to protect England's heritage, and digging up large parts of Thanet

Q 


What is your day job? 


A I’m have been the finds manager for the 
Canterbury Archaeological Trust since May 
1. Previously, I was finds liaison officer, part of 
the portable antiquities scheme, based with 
Kent County Council’s heritage team. 

Q I hear that you also help the police in unusual circum¬ 
stances. What does that involve? 

A As finds liaison officer I contacted Chief 
Inspector Mark Harrison, then in charge of 
Kent Police’s partnership and crime reduction 
department, about problems with illicit metal 
detecting. This was at the behest of local, 
responsible metal detector enthusiasts fed up 
with the activities of a criminal minority. 

Between us, along with PC Andy Small, 
the environmental crime coordinator, we 
developed a partnership approach to her¬ 
itage-related crime. Chief Inspector 
Harrison has since been made district com¬ 
mander for Canterbury. 

Q How long have you been doing this, and what does it 
involve? 

A Since about 2005 I’ve been working with 
Kent Police on training for officers, commu¬ 
nity wardens and the like on heritage crime 
and heritage related law. 

I also assist on search warrants and 
investigations involving heritage, both arte¬ 
facts and sites, that require specialist archae¬ 
ological knowledge. I’ve assisted on several 
search warrants and helped at all stages of 
investigations. 


all the laws that are there to safeguard our 
national heritage. 

Q What have you been working on on a more day to day 
basis? 

A We’re just coming to the end of a massive 
project we’re doing at Monkton in Thanet, 
for Thanet Earth. We’ve had about 40 people 
on the project which is most of the Trust’s 
diggers. 

They will be coming back soon to start the 
lengthy post-excavation process. We have 
been working on the project for about a year, 
and the post-excavation process will be even 
longer - it could take anything up to two 
years. 

What have you found? 

A At Thanet Earth it’s a massive site - 60 
hectares. We’ve found things from pretty 
much every period - from Neolithic, which is 
late Stone Age, 4,500BC, to World War Two 
things like a searchlight and a crashed fighter 
airplane, probably Canadian. 

We’ve found a lot of burials, including early 
Bronze Age burials with beaker pottery. 

We found an Iron Age settlement and some 
unusual medieval buildings with sunken floors, 
and we’re going to have to work out what those 
were for. 

What do you hope to get from the project? 

A lt’ll give a really integrated look at the 
history of the Kent landscape. 


How did you start doing it? 

A We had a case in Ramsgate involving theft 
of Bronze Age artefacts from a Canterbury 
Archaeological Trust excavation, and I took 
part in the search that recovered some of these. 


Q 


Can you tell me about the last case you worked on? 


A This was a complex and extremely unusual 
case. It did not involve use of a metal detec¬ 
tor, rather an individual dug without permis¬ 
sion at a number of sites in Kent and elsewhere. 


Q Where did the man take artefacts from? 

A He took them from a number of important 
sites, all scheduled monuments, including 
Reculver and Richborough Roman forts, a 
Roman villa in Gloucestershire, a medieval cas¬ 
tle at Thumham near Maidstone, and others. 


Were they valuable, either financially or historically? 

A They were of historical and archaeological 
value rather than significant monetary 
value. The real value though was often in the 
undisturbed archaeology he had dug through. 


Why did the police want to stop him? 

A He was damaging key archaeological sites, 
without the necessary consent or the 
landowner’s permission. Allowing this to go on 
unchecked would have completely undermined

Deep-clean to take 
fight to superbugs 

Six hospitals to be scrubbed and disinfected

HEALTH bosses have announced 
the launch of a deep-cleaning 
programme at six community 
hospitals as the battle against 
superbugs continues. 

NHS West Kent said Hawkhurst hospital 
near Cranbrook would be first, with every 
wall, ceibng fitting and bed in each ward and 
clinical area being scrubbed and disinfected. 

Karen Jefferies, the Primary Care Trust’s 
deputy director for community services, said: 
“Tackling healthcare-associated infections is a 
key priority for our hotel services staff and the 
community hospital clinical staff. 

“We aim to provide complete assur¬ 
ance to our patients, their families 
and our staff that we take the clean¬ 
liness of our hospitals seriously.” 

The PCT reopened Livingstone 
Hospital in Dartford last week after 
it was given a major deep-clean fol¬ 
lowing the death of a patient during 
an outbreak of Clostridium difficile. 

Community hospitals are particu¬ 
larly susceptible to infections like 
C-diff and Novovirus, also known as 
winter vomiting disease. 

KOS Media’s Hand Hygiene cam¬ 
paign has seen the award-winning 
publishers working alongside the 
NHS in Kent to highlight the impor¬ 
tance of washing your hands regularly and 
using the alcogel provided in hospitals and 
healthcare centres. 

Basic hand hygiene at home, work and in 
healthcare settings is one of the simplest ways 
to help in the battle against killer superbugs 
such as MRSA and C diffi

The deep-cleaning programme is 
part of a national initiative which 
will be completed in hospitals 
across the country by March 31. 

Following a trial at Livingstone, 
the PCT said that MRSA-resistant 
disposable curtains, which are also 
flame-retardant, would be fitted 
around beds in all its community 
hospitals. 

The 22-bed Hawkhurst hospital 
specialises in active rehabilitation 
for adults recovering from illness 
or injury and the PCT said the 
deep-clean would cause minimum 
disruption to patients. 

Livingstone Hospital, Tonbridge Cottage 
Hospital, Edenbridge and District War 
Memorial Hospital and Sevenoaks Hospital 
will be deep-cleaned as part of the autumn 
initiative. 

Gravesham Community Hospital will be 
cleaned early in the New Year.

The theme of the event is how best to 
manage land to protect the grey partridge.

Getting the online safety message across with new DVD 


A SPECIALLY created DVD offering advice to 
help keep children safe while using social net¬ 
working sites such as Facebook has been 
launched. 

Funded by Kent Police and Kent County 
Council, the e-safety DVD is the first in a series 
created by young people. 

It will be distributed, along with teaching 
material to support its aims and objectives, to 
schools across the county. The DVD was 


launched at the fourth e-safety conference to be 
held at Kent Police College, run by KCC. 

Students from Kent Safe Schools and 
Medway Youth Parliament, who sit on the Kent 
and Medway Young People’s Safety Forum, cre¬ 
ated the idea of the DVD and worked with 
members of the county’s e-safety group to cre¬ 
ate it. 

The forum includes representatives from 
KCC, Kent Police, schools, Kent Youth County 


Council and Medway Youth Parliament. 

Assistant Chief Constable Allyn Thomas 
said: “Offering advice and guidance to children 
on how to stay safe online is sometimes met 
with resistance and maybe seen as adults 
'telling them what to do’. 

“Be safe - e-safe has been produced by chil¬ 
dren for children with the hope it will break 
that barrier and help to deliver the messages 
on how to stay safe on the internet.” 


'People are 
happy with 
our police' 

A CONFERENCE held by Kent Police 
Authority to canvass views on how the 
police should be made more accountable 
to the public found people are largely 
satisfied already. 

The meeting followed the Home Office 
review of policing led by Sir Ronnie 
Flanagan and Government discussions 
which included proposals to give local 
people a chance to have their say in who 
oversees policing. 

The conference, at the Ramada Hotel 
in Maidstone, asked representatives of 
Kent Police, NHS, the prison service and 
Kent Fire and Rescue for their views and 
opinions on directly elected police 
authorities. 

A survey was also carried out and find¬ 
ings included: 

• Seventy-seven per cent agreed the cur¬ 
rent structure of an authority made up of 
councillors and local people is effective; 

• Seventy-six per cent disagreed with 
the proposed new structure; 

• Fifty per cent called for more local 
councillors than local people; 

• Eighty per cent thought the new pro¬ 
posed structure would be a risk to polic¬ 
ing in Kent and Medway. 

Ann Barnes, chairwoman of the Kent 
Police Authority, said: “Policing has 
undergone many changes over the years 
and we wanted to hear fresh ideas. 

“I am pleased people feel the current 
set up is the right mix of people. 

“From our point of view it is really 
important that we have a balance on the 
authority. 

“We need to avoid party politics to 
make sure that budgets and priorities 
are set fairly. We will be feeding back our 
research to the Home Office.”

Sorry Sir, there'll be no return of Whacko! 


BRING back the cane! A new survey sug¬ 
gests one in five teachers would like to see 
the return of corporal punishment. 

A poll carried out by the Times 
Educational Supplement asked 6,162 UK 
teachers whether they would support can¬ 
ing. 

It found 22 per cent of secondary school 
teachers would support the right to use 
corporal punishment in extreme cases. 
The most common reason given was the 
deterioration of class behaviour. Primary 
school teachers were less supportive, with 
only 16 per cent arguing for reintroduc¬ 
tion. 

The Department for Children, Schools and 
Families said violence against children 
was illegal and unacceptable.

England expects - but 
we're allowed to jeer 


THERE may have not have been 
much to cheer about during 
England’s latest lacklustre display 
at Wembley but there was at least 
something to boo about - and what 
a fuss it caused. 

Ashley Cole found himself on the end of the 
jeers after an appalling back-pass let in the 
mighty Kazakhstan to score. And elements of 
the Wembley crowd were not best pleased. 

After all, this was an England team who just 
one match before had strolled to a 4-1 victory 
in Croatia and reignited the hopes of a nation 
that we were actually quite good at football. 

But, as ever, England proved on Saturday 
they are merely mediocre, limping to victory 
against a team of part-timers and were flat¬ 
tered by the final 5-1 scoreline. 

Yet the headlines on England’s performance 
were shared by those about the booing of Cole 
and the indignation of his captain and manag¬ 
er immediately after the match. 

A “disgrace” they said. “Morons” was how Rio 


Ferdinand described those who voiced an opin¬ 
ion. Well, they’re right, of course. One miser¬ 
able back-pass, however useless it may be, 
does not and should not warrant an immedi¬ 
ate backlash from fans. 

But this is Ashley Cole, and if there is one 
tradition in football longer than having a pie 
at half-time, it is surely that if you pay your 
money you are entitled to voice an opinion. 

Obviously foul racist abuse is never accept¬ 
able, but passing comment on a player’s form 
and attitude to the game surely is. Cole is, 
after all, a player who left former club Arsenal 
under a cloud after his pursuit of bigger wages 
led him to Chelsea. 

I’m not excusing the booing, but I suspect a 
certain element of it was based on a general 
dislike of Cole rather than a mere commen¬ 
tary on his shoddy bit of defensive work which 
allowed the Kazaks to make us look a bit silly 
in front of 90,000 fans and a TV audience of 
millions. 

You can make your own mind up as to 
whether he deserved it. But the bigger point 
here is surely that England should not expect 


constant, unrelenting support regardless of 
how they perform, either as a group or individ¬ 
ually. 

These are not amateurs who give up their 
spare time to showcase their love of football. 
They are young men paid as much as £100,000 
a week to kick a ball about. 

What’s more, those who attend games pay a 
handsome sum to do so. Therefore, in exactly 
the same way we’re entitled to slate a film if 
we pay to see it and it’s rubbish, the football 
fan is - within reason - allowed to voice his 
displeasure too. 

That’s how football works. We cheer when 
they do well and make them heroes. We offer 
support when we understand if they struggle. 

But when you are allegedly the best in the 
country, playing for your nation in a bid to 
qualify for the World Cup finals and you are 
not pulling your weight, well, a few jeers may 
help to ensure there is no repeat performance.

STEVE Coogan could shower 
us all with gold coins and £50 
notes and it still wouldn’t be 
as good as half an hour of 
Alan Partridge, the creation 
he thankfully first gave us in 
the early 90s. 

It must be sad to hit that high so 
early in a career knowing that, really, 
you will probably never top it. 

On the other hand however, the 
bright side must be knowing that you 
have created something special, 
which, in turn must be a quite an 
amazing feeling. 

Still Coogan’s average offerings are 
better than most people’s best, not 
that newie Sunshine is really average 
at all. In fact, it’s really rather good. 

This may not hit the dizzy heights of 
Partridge, but it sure has its 
moments... just in a different way. 

The comedy side is not classic 
Coogan, far from it, but the signs are 
that this will still be a fine three-part 
mini-series, reaching a conclusion 
next week. 

As Bing, the happy-go-lucky chancer 
with a love of a flutter, the funnyman 
pulls more at the heartstrings than at 
the sides of the mouth. A refreshing 
change of direction. 

Our hero tries his best to do right by 
his young son and wife, but the lure of 
the bookmakers proves too much for 
‘our’ Bing and the character’s run thus 
far has proved to be neither happy, nor 
go-lucky. 

With ever hopeful manner, he lurches 
from one doomed dead cert to another. 

The well-meaning dad’s heart-of- 
gold cannot stop the break-up of his 
young family though and he is never

more than one flutter away from mar¬ 
ital disaster or total elation. 

All this plays out amid a backdrop of 
bin men, bacon butties, scrunched up 
betting slips and smoky boozers and 
makes for a touching document of a 
serial gambler’s woes, as head meets 
hands time and time again. 

Soon he gets drawn into the murky 
world of illegal gambling from the not- 
so-murky world of high street bookies. 

A case of better the devil you didn’t 
know. 

Just like all the best stars, Coogan 
shows he does tragedy as well as com¬ 
edy and this is buoyed with a smatter¬ 
ing of fine support from the likes of 
Bernard Hill and pretty much every¬ 
one who was in Early Doors and The 
Royle Family. 

This is gambling and this is Coogan, 
but it’s certainly no bluff.

How to get a bigger 
house - even if the 
market is shrinking

Efficiency drive 
will aid tenants 

PRIVATE tenants could save up to £700 
a year on energy bills if landlords 
installed straightforward energy-saving 
measures, according to a new study. 

A UK-wide survey commissioned by 
the Energy Saving Trust - a body set up 
to help tackle climate change - reveals 
that in the South East more than 70 per 
cent of householders said they would try 
to drive down the price if the home they 
were trying to buy or rent had a poor 
energy efficiency rating. 

The research also found that more 
than six out of ten respondents think 
landlords will pass on the cost of making 
their properties more energy efficient to 
the tenant, while eight in ten would 
think twice about renting from a land¬ 
lord whose property had a poor Energy 
Performance Certificate rating. 

From this month landlords are legally 
bound to show tenants the EPC score of 
the property they are renting out. 

EPCs tell people how energy efficient a 
home is on a scale of A-G. The most effi¬ 
cient homes - which should have the 
lowest fuel bills - are in band A. 

Chief executive Philip Sellwood said: 
"We know people are going to be looking 
to rent out places that are cheaper to run 
- it’s hardly rocket science. 

“A three-bedroom semi could move 
from band F to C, saving a tenant £700 a 
year on energy bills, if the landlord 
installed straightforward energy saving 
measures, such as insulation. 

“There is no good reason for landlords 
to pass the cost of upgrading a property 
to meet energy efficiency criteria.” 

Beckett's plans 

NEW housing minister Margaret 
Beckett has outlined her main aims after 
her move into the position formerly held 
by Caroline Flint. 

She said her priorities were to “help over¬ 
come the challenges in the housing mar¬ 
ket caused by global turbulence, while 
maintaining our focus on delivering the 
affordable homes needed to meet long¬ 
term demand”. 

Ms Beckett is also looking to help sup¬ 
port households struggling with mort¬ 
gage payments and those looking to get 
on to the housing ladder. 

Much of the Government’s housing 
development plans are centred on Kent, 
particularly around Ashford and along 
the Thames Estuary. 

Planners say fluctuations in the economy 
were factored in when the proposals were 
first outlined and the current downturn 
will not alter construction plans.

HOMEOWNERS in the South 
East are more likely to extend 
their property than those in any 
other region in the country, accord¬ 
ing to new research. 

Findings from a report by home improve¬ 
ment specialist Extend-A-Room have revealed 
that more than a quarter of its 2008 sales to 
date came from counties in South East 
England - and Kent in particular. 

Managing director Craig Miller says the lack 
of mortgage finance is preventing homeown¬ 
ers from taking the next step up the property 
ladder, prompting many to extend rather than 
move. 

He said: “In the current economic climate 
homeowners who need more space, maybe to 
accommodate a growing family, are struggling 
to make the move to a bigger property. 

Pioneering 

“Over recent months Extend-A-Room has 
seen a sharp increase in the number of home- 
owners who have chosen to extend. 

“This trend appears to be more prevalent in 
the South East, where property prices are esti¬ 
mated to have decreased by more than three 
per cent.” 

Extend-A-Room has pioneered new technol¬ 
ogy which means its extensions do not require 
foundations - good news for homeowners who 
want a fast, cost-effective extension with min¬ 
imum inconvenience. 

Mr Miller said: “Adding an extension 
increases the value of your property and does 
not incur the legal fees, estate agency fees or 
stamp duty associated with moving house - an 
attractive prospect for homeowners, given the 
state of the market.” 

With the property market not expected to 


begin its recovery until 2010, Extend-A-Room 
is preparing for an autumn rush in advance of 
the festive period. Extend-A-Room operates 
by undertaking a technical survey of a proper¬ 
ty which the owner wants to enlarge. 

Steel components are then manufactured 
and delivered, and roof and wall frames con¬ 


structed to measure the dimensions of the 
extension. They are then delivered to the 
address and builders follow a day or so later. 

From the initial decision of a homeowner to 
extend their house, the completion time is usu¬ 
ally between four and six weeks. 

Each project is costed individually.

the greener Ecomotion arrives. 

However, there is nothing exceptional about 
standard spec as tested here - you must trade 
up to SE to get air con and alloys thrown in. 
Sport versions (from £10,695) fit the bill 
though, with sports suspension and seats and 
arch-filling 16-inch alloys. 

Seat offers affordable add-on packs for popu¬ 
lar options too, though these undermine the 
boast that the new range opens at £300 less 
than its predecessor. 

Nevertheless, strip the new car back to 
basics, as in our test, and you appreciate what 
a good car it is to drive, helped by a longish 
wheelbase and wide stance that also delivers a 
good ride. 

Space between the axles aids cabin room too, 
but whether it is corporate bean counters or a 
Spanish preference for eye-catching exteriors, 
but I’m not bowled over by the interior design 
and materials and it may lack the ‘flash’ for 
younger buyers attracted by the exciting lines 
of the car.

INCH for inch, the Matiz was state-of-the-art in terms of five-door 
compact city car design when it arrived as a Daewoo in 1998. Early 
800cc versions were pretty gutless and noisy, so go for the 1.0-litre 
engine if possible. Otherwise, the Matiz is a frugal and well-equipped 
easily-parked car for local driving and surprisingly spacious and 
versatile, with a comfortable ride. Aesthetically, the original Daewoo 
design is better than the later 'puffed up' Chevrolet facelift version.

Taskforce will raise 
our Gateway profile

THE county’s businesses are going 
to have a higher profile and bigger 
say in the massive £9 billion 
Thames Gateway project, one of 
the largest planned regenerations 
in Western Europe. 

A dedicated taskforce has been set up by the 
regional chamber of commerce to monitor 
information, get involved with the roll-out of 
the project and reap commercial benefits from 
opportunities. 

Rochester-based Thames Gateway Chamber 
of Commerce - which covers the whole project 
region - has launched the Regeneration and 
Renewal Group to get to grips with the project. 

Chief executive Tracey Manley said: “It is 
crucial that the business community has as 
much information as possible concerning cur¬ 
rent and future regeneration and renewal 
projects and has an opportunity to influence 
the decision-making process. 

“The chamber strongly believes that busi¬ 
nesses within the region should have opportu¬ 
nities to benefit from and get involved with 
these projects. 

“The Gateway is a great place to invest, 
work and live and has huge potential. 

“One of the biggest determining factors of 
the success of the Gateway will be how regen¬ 
eration and renewal projects are promoted 
and implemented.

DESPITE suffering a second home defeat of 
the season Canterbury took heart from a 
spirited performance against big-spending 
London Scottish.
